People of Scotland, 
filling them with coaftant Jealoufies of the 
Government, aad: Bears for their eftablith’d 
Church, as if the Queen or the Admini- 
ftration here, fhould tacitly encourage or 
connive at the Invafions and Innovations’ 
made upon the Church of Scotland. 

Now to clear up this Poigt, Efhall not gq 
round aboutfor Fear of fpeakin too plaing 
ly—They miftake me muth, that expe 
thae timerous Way of arguing—to prove 
the Negative—. That the Queen. and the 
Government WILE NOT do. this—is 
what thefe Gentlemen want, and-thiok 
they havea mighty, Advantage againft us, 
in putting us wpon that Dificaty 3. but.
